In reply to the Director’s letter to you of 27th wit relative to the fact that the Coiner 
“makes no mention of the manipulation of gold ingots during the month” of November, while the 
Cashier reports the reception of One thousand gold dollars on the 11th ultimo, I have the honor 
to state that the gold dollars manufactured and delivered during November came from planchets 
already prepared, and on hand in the Coiner’s Vault. 


These planchets, with planchets of other denominations are frequently carried along in 
the Coiner’s Vault Account, for convenience in manufacturing proof pieces, and appear in the 
Annual Settlements. 


I return herein the report of Gold and Silver Workings, for November, with the correction 
made in total amount of Standard Dollars operated upon.
